4th row — K.1. purl to last at., K.1. 
Rep. 3rd and 4th rows until 63 sts. 
remain, ending with a purl row, 

Slip sts. on to a length of yarn. 
RIGHT BACK 

Using No. 12 Needles and M., using 
the two needle method, cast on 55 
sts, and work as Front to raglan 
shaping. 

Break off C, 

Work in stocking stitch, shaping 
raglan as follows — 

1st row — Cast off 4 sts., knit to end. 
2nd row — Purl to last st.. K.1, 

3rd row— K.1, K.2 tog.t.b.l., knit to 
end. 

Rep. 2nd and 3rd rows until 41 sts. 
remain, ending with a 2nd row. 

Slip sts, on to a length of yarn. 
LEFT BACK 

Work to match Right Back, revers- 
ing all shapings, noting that "tog." 
will be used in place of "tog.t.b.l." 
at raglan edge. 

SLEEVES 

Using No. 12 Needles and M., using 
the two needle method, cast on 35 
sts, and work as Front from •• to •*. 
Next row — P.1, ("M.1 P.", P.3) 11 
limes, "M.l P.", P.1. (47 sts.) 
Change to No. 10 Needles and work 
in patt, as on Front. Inc. at each 
end of 9th and every following 6th 
row until there are 63 sts. 

Continue until 3 complete patterns 
have been worked. 

Break off C. 

Work in stocking stitch, shaping 
top by working rows 1 to 4 of raglan 
shaping as on Front, then rep. 3rd 
and 4th rows until 35 sts. remain, 
ending with a 4lh row. 

Slip sts. on to a length of yarn. 
YOKE 

With right side facing, slip sts. on 
to No. 10 left hand needle as fol- 
lows — 

First Right Back, first Sleeve. Front, 
second Sleeve and finally Left Back 
(235 sts.) 

Work ridge patt. as follows — 

Using C., 1st row — K.6, (K.2 tog., 
K.2) 55 times, K.2 tog., knit to end. 
(179 sts.) 

2nd row — • K.1, keeping yam at 
back slip 1 purlways. rep. from • 
to last st., K.1. 

3rd row — Knit. 

4th row — As 2nd row. 

Using M., 5th row — Knit. 

6th row — Purl. 

Rep. 5th and 6th rows once. 

Using C., 9th row— K.1, (K.2 tog., 
K.4) 29 times, K.2 tog., knit to end. 
(149 sts.) [Continued on next page 
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No. 1 (continued) 



Rep. 2nd and 3rd rows once, then 
2nd row once. 

Using M., rep. 5th and 6th rows 4 
times. 

Using C., 21st row — K.1, (K.2 tog., 
K.3) 29 times, K.2 tog., knit to end. 
(119 sts.) 

Rep. rows 2 to 8 Inct. once. 

Using C., 29th row— (K.2 tog., K.2) 
29 limes, K.2 tog., K,1, (89 sts.) 
Rep. rows 2 to 4 Incl. once. 

Break off C. 



Change to No. 12 Needles and 
work picot as follows — 

1st row — K.6. (K.2 tog., K.1) 25 
times, K.2 tog., knit to end. (63 sts.) 

2nd row — Purl. 

3rd row — K.1, • y.fwd., K.2 tog., 
rep. from • to end. 

4th row — Purl. 

Sth row — Knit. 

Cast off purlways. 

MAKE UP AND BANDS 

With a slightly damp cloth and warm 
iron, press lightly. Using a flat seam. 



sew sleeves to front and back, then 
using back stitch, sew up side and 
sleeve seams. Fold work at row of 
holes at neck to wrong side and 
slip-stitch to form picot hem. With 
right side facing, using No. 12 
Needles and M., knit up 80 sts. 
along Right Back and knit 1 row. 
Next row — K.2, (y.fwd,, K.2 tog., 
K.10) 6 times, knit to end. 

Knit 2 rows. 

Cast off knitways. 

Omitting buttonholes, work Left 
Back Band to match. 

Sew on buttons.

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These 8 rows form patt. 

Rep. rows 1 to 8 incl. 4 times. 
Shape Crown as follows — 

1st row — K.1, K.2 tog., knit to last 
3 sts.. K.2 tog., K.1. (77 sts.)

3rd row— (K.2 tog., K.9) 7 times.

Using No. 9 Needles, cast on 31 
sts. and work 16 rows in patt. as 
on Bonnet. 

Knitting st. at each end of every 
row, work 2 ins. in stocking stitch, 
ending with a purl row. 

Shape top as follows — 

1st row — (K.1. K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.10. 
K.2 tog.) twice, K.1. 



2nd and 4th rows — K.1, purl to last 
St, K.1. 

3rd row — (K.1, K.2 tog.t.b.l., K.8, 
K.2 tog.) twice, K.1.

Using a flat seam, join seam. Thread 
ribbon through last row of patt. 
holes at wrist, leaving ends to tie. 

BOOTEES 

Using No. 9 Needles, cast on 31 
sts. and work 16 rows in patt. as 
on Bonnet. 

Work 2 rows in stocking stitch. 
Divide for foot as follows — 

1st row — K.21, turn. 

2nd row — K.1. P.9, K.1, turn. 

3rd row — K.1 1 , turn. 

Rep. 2nd and 3rd rows 8 times, 
then 2nd row once.

Change to No. 9 Needles and work 
In stocking stitch, Inc. st each end 
of 7th and every following 6th row 
until there are 60 sts. 

Continue on these sts. until side 
edge measures ins., ending with 
a purl row. 




Shape top by casting off 4 sts. at 
beg. of next 2 rows, then dec. at 
each end of next and every alt. row 
until 42 sts. remain.

Cast off 2 sts. at beg. of next 8 
rows, then 3 sts. at beg. of follow- 
ing 4 rows. (14 sts.) 

Continue on these sts. for 2j ins. 

Cast off. 

LEFT FRONT BAND 

Using No. 11 Needles, cast on 7 sts. 

1st row— K.2, (P.1, K.1) twice. K.1. 

2nd row — (K.1, P.1) 3 times, K.1. 

Rep. these 2 rows until Band fits 
up Left Front, ending with a 2nd row. 

Slip sts. on to a safety pin and 
leave. 



RIGHT FRONT BAND 

Work as Left Front Band, working 
1 row more, with the addition of 
5 buttonholes, first to come ^ inch 
up from lower edge, 5th to come 1 ^ 
ins. down from start of neck shap- 
ing, remainder spaced evenly 
between. 

First mark position of buttons on 
Left Front, then work buttonholes 
to correspond. 



To make a buttonhole— (Right Side), 
rib 3. cast off one st., rib to end 
and back, cast on one st. over st. 
cast off. 



MAKE UP 

If making In Feathersoft Baby Nylon, 
DO NOT PRESS. If making In Baby 
Wool with Bri-Nylon, 3-Ply, with a 
slightly damp cloth and warm Iron, 
press lightly. Using back-stitch, sew 
sleeves to fronts and back, then 
stitch saddle-shoulder in position, 
stitching half the cast-off sts. at top 
of sleeve to rows at back of neck. 
Stitch Front Band in position. 

Slip sts. from Right Front Band on 
to a No. 11 Needle and right side 
facing, knit up 79 sts. evenly around 
neck and rib across Left Front 
Band. (93 sts.) 

Starting with a 2nd row, work 5 
rows in rib as on Left Front Band, 
working a buttonhole, as before, 
in 2nd and 3rd rows. 

Cast off in rib. 

Sew on buttons. 



HERRINGBONE LACING 

With 6 strands of Contrast, starting 
at lower edge work herringbone 
lacing up each Front Fasten off 
ends on wrong side. 
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For babies on the go

Next row — K.23, turn. 

Continue on these 23 sts., dec, at 
neck edge in next and every alt. 
row until 18 sts. remain. 

Continue until work measures 10 
ins. 

Shape shoulder as follows — 

Cast off 6 sts. at beg. of next row 
and following alt. row. 

Work 1 row. Cast off. 

Slip next 11 sts. on to a length of 
yarn. 

Join yarn to remaining sts. and com- 
plete to correspond with other side. 

RIGHT BACK 

Using No. 9 Needles, cast on 59 
stitches and knit 3 rows. 

Work in patt. as given from •* to 
*• for Front until work measures 
same as Front to underarm, ending 
with a wrong side row. 

Keeping continuity of patt, shape 
armhole as follows — 

Cast off 4 sts. at beg. of next row, 
then dec. at armhole edge in every 
alt row until 49 sts. remain. 

Work 1 row. 

Shape yoke as follows — 

1st row — K.2, (K.2 tog.) 22 times, 
knit to end- (27 sts.) 

2nd row — Knit 
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3rd row — K.1, • y.fwd., K.2 tog., 
rep. from • to end. 

4th row — Knit 
5th row — Knit, 

6th row — Purl, 

Rep. 5th and 6th rows until work 
measures 10 ins. from commence- 
ment working last row on wrong 
Side. 

Shape shoulder as follows — 

Cast off 6 sts. at beg. of next row 
and following 2 alt rows. 

Work 1 row. Cast off. 

LEFT BACK 

Work to correspond with Right Back. 
SLEEVES 

Using No. 9 Needles, cast on 53 
sts. and knit 3 rows. 

Work as given from •• to •• for 
Front inc. at each end of 5th and 
every following 6th row until there 
are ^ sts. 

Continue until side edge measures 
5j ins. from commencement, end- 
ing with a wrong side row. 

Keeping continuity of patt., shape 
top as follows — 

Cast off 4 sts. at beg. of next 2 
rows, then dec. at each end of next 
and every alt row until 45 sts. 
remain. 

Work 1 row. 

Cast off 3 sts. at beg. of next 12 
rows. 

Cast off. 

LEFT BACK BAND 

Using No. 9 Needles, cast on 5 
stitches. 

1st row — Knit 2nd row — Knit 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows until Band 
fits up Left Back (slightly stretched). 



Break off yarn and leave sts. on a 
length of yarn. 

Using back-stitch, stitch Band in 
position. 

RIGHT BACK BAND 

Work as given for Left Band Band, 
working first buttonhole (slip 1. K.1, 
y.fwd., K.2 tog., K.1) 4 ins. up from 
lower edge, third buttonhole 2 Ins. 
down from neck edge and second 
buttonhole spaced evenly between. 
Using back-stitch, stitch Band in 
position. 

NECKBAND 

Using back-stitch, join shoulder 
seams. 

Using No. 9 Needles, slip sts. from 
Left Back Band, knit up 62 sts. 
evenly around neck (Including sts. 
from Right Back Band), (67 sts.) 

Knit 7 rows, working a buttonhole 
in 2nd row. 

Cast off. 

MAKE UP 

If making in Swifta'knit BrI-Nylon, 
DO NOT PRESS. If making In 
Bluebell, with a slightly damp cloth 
and warm iron, press lightly. Using 
back-stitch, sew up side and sleeve 
seams. Sew sleeves in position, 
placing sleeve seam to side seam.

Wind the yarn round and round the cardboard until the 
centre hole Is completely filled up. Place the point of a 
pair of scissors between the two pieces of cardboard 
and cut round, keeping scissors between two circles 
of cardboard all the time. Using a double strand of 
yarn, wrap round between the two circles of cardboard, 
knot firmly and take away cardboard — see diagram. 
Trim Pom-Pon. 




Method requires two people. Take as many strands [vj 

of yarn as required, approximately three times the 

length required for the finished cord. Knot each end 
and slip a pencil between strands. Each person holds — 
yarn just below pencil with one hand and twists pencil 
clockwise with other hand, keeping yarn taut. When — 
yarn begins to kink, catch centre over door-knob or 
back of chair. Bring pencils together for one person — 
to hold, while other grasps centre of yarn, sliding hand 
down and releasing at short intervals, letting yarn twist.

So you're sure of knitteds looking | 
fresh and new through wash after wash. | 

Tension Test: Before you start knitting take the yarn 
and needles specified In the instructions, cast on 20 
stitches, work 20 rows in plain smooth fabric. Lightly 
press work, Check the tension by placing an inch tape 
across the stitches. Count the exact number of stitches 
to 2 ins. and compare with the tension given in the 
instructions. If your tension is too loose, try a size finer 
needle. If it's too tight, try a size larger needle. If more 
than one size of needle is recommended in the knitting 
instructions, and you have altered your needles to cor- 
rect the tension, corresponding alterations must be 
made to needles throughout the instructions.
